On the contrary, it is increasing with leapn 
and boundi under the Democratic Adminiatration, 
and the deficit in the Tariff revenues must be made 
up from other souroes In a word, the people must 
be taxed to support a low Tariff which has not 
benefited them in the slightest degree and prob- 
ably never will."
